And  it  is  further  ORtERIT*  That  any  course’ 
of  treatment  that  the  said  OKAV/A,  Shupei,  is  now  under 
poing  may  be  continued  with  or  under  the  direction  of 
his  present  Japanese  phslclens  while  he  is  in  the 
American  hospital,  under  such  terns  and  conditions  as 
the  hospital  regulations  permit.
